It was anticipated that the Republican 
senatorial oonveution iu the First Middle- 
sex district, held at So. Framingham last 
Monday afternoon and evening, would be 
a record breaker, and the result fully justi- 
fied the expectations.

A committee on credentials of which 
Mr. S. S. Gleason of Watertown was chair- 
man, and of which Mr. W. F. Gircelon 
of Newton was a member, was appointed 
and reported the full number of 58 dele- 
gates present. 

The temporary organization was then 
made permanent, and a committee on bal- 
lots of which Mr. F. O. Baston of Natick 
was chairman and of wlpeh Mr. Win. B. j 
Young of Auburndalte representing Mr. 
George 11. Boud and Mr. E. J. H. Estu- 
b rooks of Newton representing Mr. .John 
T. Langford were members. The various , 
candidates were placed in nomination as 
follows:

Judge Mulligan’s speech in behalf of Col. 
Nutt 'was by lar the best of the afternoon 
and was enjoyed by the delegates. Judge 
Kennedy gave au exhaustive account of 
the good deeds of Mr. Langford in the , 
legislature, but the audience did uot ap- 
pear to appreciate it. 

A suggestion from Mr. A. D. Gatlin, 
which it adopted, would have facilitated 
tbe work of the convention, that the low 
man on the list be dropped after each bal- 
lot was defeated. Dr. Mead of Watertown 
paradoxically objecting to this method of 
•’decapitatiou.”

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Vigorous Remonstrance to Assessments by Hany 
Lexington Street Abuttors. 


Washington Street To lie Widened nt Newton Lower Falls- 
Other Important Business Transacted. 


The regular meeting of the board of 
aldermen was held last Monday evening 
and was called to order promptly at 7.4.1 
o’clock by President Bally. Aldermen 
Brown, Chesley. Dana, Fisher, Hutchinson, 
Lothrop, Norris, Pond, Pulsifer, Stlekney, 
Trowbridge. Warren, Wardwell, Weed 
and Weldon being present. 

BTItKKT RAILWAYfl. 

A hearing was immediately announced 
upon the petition of the Newton Street 
Hallway Co. for looation for curved track 
In Newtonvllle square. 

President Winthrop Coffin stated that . 
tills looation was desired in order to run , 
through cars from Newton to Waltham 
over the new route through W alnut, Crafts 
and Waltham streets, and to save the bother 
of backing around the present arrange- 
ment of tracks. 

Mr. C. F. Avery thought that the curve 
was needed, but believed that Walnut 

street was too narrow and should be wid- 
ened now, before it was too late, and stated 
that a petition for this improvement was 
now in circulation. 

President Coffin suggested that reference 
to the plan would show that Walnut street 
was not afTected by the proposed location, 
and the hearing was closed. 

Hearings were then announced upon the 

alteration, widening and laying out of Wal- 
nut, Crafts and Waltham streets for street 
railway purposes. 

Mr. C. F. Avery spoke in favor of the 
widening with a few suggestions as to 
sparing of trees and hedges. 

Mr. N. W. Tuppsr asked if it was feasi- 
ble to widen on the park side of \\ alnut 
street instead of taking nearly ten feet off 
of lots with scanty frontage and to which 
City Engineer Faruham replied that more 
trees could be saved by the plan adopted. 

A letter from Linwood O. Towne in re- 
gard to the widening was read and tiled 
and the hearing was .closed. 

WASHINGTON' STRKET, 

The hearing on the widening of Washing- 
ton street, Lower Falls, (supplementary 
seizure) was opened, but was immediately 
closed as no oue desired to be beard, 

LEXINGTON STRKET. 

In marked contrast, however, was the 
hearing which immediately followed, upon 
the remonstrance of Johusou et al to the 
assessment of betterments on Lexington 

8t Mr P. A. MeVicar. the first speaker, said 
that he did not want the street wideued in 
the tirst place, and that the widening was 
solely for the accommodation of the street 
railway. His own premises had been cut 
down by the laying out of Commonwealth 
uveuue, so that he bad only about 30 feet 
frontage ou Lexington street; and for 
which his assessment was $39<i. He con 
sidered the assessment an outrage and 
thought that us the wideuiug was a public 
matter the public should pay for it. 

Ex-Alderman Albert lMummer recalled 
the fact tlmt the city governments of which 
he had been a member had turned down 
the street railway petitions in that locality 
for three years, and that the franchise hud 
only been grunted upon the payment of 
57(500 to the city. He suid tlie running of 
cars from early morning uutil late at night, 
and the crowd from the purk sitting down 
on bis fences and step-* wa. a great detri- 
ment to his property He hud been assessed 
$2 .V) a foot for his *4 feet of frontage, and 
thought that the street railway or Uie pub 
lie should have puid for the widening. He 
asked for the abatement of the w’hole of 
his assessment, . . . , 

Mr. Geo.L Johnson criticized the method 
of wideuiug fir&t on oue side and then on 
the other, so that his own property was ten 
feet out in the street, making it a detri- 
nient instead of an improvement. He had 
heard Jit said that $2200 of the expense 
had beeu wasted in an attempt to abate u 
nuisance of a pond hole near Mr. Scrib- 
ner’s. He further said thut there were 
some 43 abuttors below Freeman street who 
were not assessed, and only 3 of those be 
tween Freeman street and Auburn street 
bad beeu levied upon, the remainder hav- 
ing been relieved by the city, and it was 
not just to put the whole burden upon a 
few. The condition of the street was dis- 
graceful und should be cleaned. 

A remonstrance from M L (haves repre- 
senting the Cephas Brigham estate was 
read and tiled. 

Mr. MeVicar spoke again and said that 
the street railway should pay the whole 
bill, as they were using the Btreet for the 
storage of oai i 

The petition was then referred to the 
committee ou claims. 

SEW Kit TAK1NOA. 

A hearing upon the taking of land in 
Kenwood avenue fora sewer brought out u 
vigorous remonstrance from Mr. Wm. B. 
Voting, who said tlmt lie and his brother 
would he assessed over $lono if the sewer 
was built, lie believed that the petitioner, 
who lives al the corner of Common wealth 
avenue and Cedar street, could be accom- 
modated in other wu>s. 

Mr Joseph Commons objected to the tak- 
ing of his laud to provide an outlet for u 
sewer in Virginia road, us he had just got 
it in shape, from belli; disturbed by the 
railroad, and the sewer would ruin his 
grape vines uud rhubarb plants. 


ohopper were referred to the license com- 
mittee. 

The ordinance committee was honored 
with the reference of a petition of Peabody 
et al., for abatement of a nuisance caused 
by the exhaust from the gas engine of the 
Newton Journal. 

A petition of Bobbins et al., for a sewer 
In Chestnut street, West Newton, was re- 
ferred to the sewer committee, and peti- 
tions of Julia S. Day for sidewalks on 
Commonwealth avenue, Dartmouth and 
Prince streets, West Newton, and of 
Whipple et al., for the laying out of Oak- 
land street were referred to the highway 
committee. 

A petition of Clarence F. West for per- 
mission to parade through streets and on 
Lincoln park, West Newton, was granted. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 

The finance committee showed that it 
was aware of what was going on, bv 
promptly recommending favorable action 
on the request of the mayor for $1000 to- 
wards street construction in the Metropoli- 
tan Park reservation between the Lower 
Falls and Upper Falls. 

The committee also reported in favor of 
granting the sum of $40,800 for cltv ex- 
penses during October, recommending 
transfer of Siosi 24 from receipts fu treas- 
ury to the appropriation for Newton Hos- 
pital, Health Department, and hi favor of 
the orders widening Washington street at 
the Lower Falls and appropriating $11,000 
therefor. 

The committee on street railways handed 
In a number of important reports, and up- 
on request of President Bally a hearing 
was ordered on Nov. 0th, at 7,45 o’clock, 
upon the petition of the Newton Street 
Railway Company for ourved track from 
Lexington street Into Kumford avenue 

Mr. Bally explained that this petition 
had been pending for some months, await- 
ing action of the ruilroad commissioners. 

The committee reported leave to with- 
draw upon petition of the Newtonvllle A: 
Watertown Street Railway Co. for turnout 
on Watertown street, aud upon suggestion 
of the president, Mr. II. B. Parker of that 
road was heard on the matter. 

Mr. Parker said that his company was 
anxious to make a 15 minute schedule and 
that as no one appeared in opposition at 
the hearing and as there is no turnout on 
Watertown street at the present time, he 
hoped the petition would be granted. 

President Bailvtheu took the lloor, Vice- 
President Dana In the chair, and said that 
the committee had recommended leave to 
withdraw upon this petition, as it consid- 
ered it in the same light as the petition for 
a turnout at Newton Highlands square. 
The public sentimeut in Newton Highlands 
being opposed to that petition, the commit- 
tee had taken the same action on both peti- 
tions. The committee would like to favor 
a 15 minute schedule, but uutil the people 
of the Highlands can agree upon u location 
for turnout in that village, it does not seem 
necessary to grant a turnout on Watertown 
street. Moreover there is a turnout on 
Walnut street within 800 feet of the pro- 
posed turnout ou Watertown street. 

The report of the committee on this peti- 
tion us well as on that of the Newton it 
Boston Street Railway Co. for turnout in 
Newton Highlands square were accepted. 

In regard to the favorable report of the 
street railway committee relative to tracks 
in Newton viile square. President Daily 
stated tlmt the action of the committee was 
tentative, subject only to the public hear- 
ing. The committee had favored early ac- 
tion in order to aid the company to lay its 
tracks before the ground froze. The ob- 
jection raised by the remonstrance did not 
apply to the case, as Washington street, not 
W alnut street, was affected by the tracks. 
The company wishes to run through cars 
between Newton and Waltham over the 
new route, and thiscomiection is ne.essary 
in order to save considerable bother at the 
square. The benefit is for the general 
public and not particularly to the company. 

Alderman Lothrop said that hewoufl 
like the matter laid over for two weeks in 
order to enable him to look it up, and said 
that President Collin had assuied him thut 
the delay was not material. 

At the suggestion of Alderman Lothrop, 
President Coffin stated that the company 
desired to run through cars between Wul 
thum and Newton, and tlmt as it took about 
four weeks to fill orders for rails.it was im- 
portant that early action be taken if the 
work was to be completed this fall. The 
company did not wish to assume the re- 
spoiisiutlity for the delay in case the work 
could not be done until spring, although it 
desired the board to feel perfectly satisfied 
in the matter. 

Action on the report was then deferred 
until the next meeting. 

President Baily then took the chair aud 
the following reports were acted upon:

Orders taking land for sewer purposes 
near Virginia road and authorizing con- 
struction of sewer therein were adopted, 
notwithstanding the objections advanced 
nt the hearing. 

Orders appropriating $1000 for street con- 
struction through Metropolitan park reser- 
vation ; granting $10,800 for olty expenses 
during October; anlhorizing transfer of 
$1084,24 from receipts In treasury fot use of 
board of health at Newton hospital; au- 
thorizing location of concrete sidewalk on 
Walnut street; authorizing looation of the 
street lights recommended by the commit- 
tee nnd granting certain pole locations attd 
attachments for wires to the telephone ami 
gas light companies, as recommended by 
the committee, were hIso adopted. 

RECESS. 

Upon request of Alderman Dana a recess 
was then taken to allow the finance com- 
mittee to consider some matters requiring 
prompt attention, and when the session 
was resumed, that cummittee recommended 
un additional appropriation of $2300 for the 
charity department, Newton hospital, aud 
the order therefor was adopted. 

Upon recommendation of the same com- 
mittee the hospital bill for the care of 
James Meehan was referred to the claims 
committee. 

BILL BOARDS. 

An order was adopted authorizing the 
city clerk aud street commissioner to locate 
bill boards for municipal purposes in 
various parts of the city. 

Orders were also adopted requesting the 
sewer committee to consider the further ex- 
tension of the main sewer at the Upper 
Falls ; requesting the trustees of the library 
to consider the advisability of continuing 
the branch at the Upper Falls, and direct- 
ing the city clerk to print the estimates cf 
heads of departments for 1901. 

Alderman Fisher presented a petition 
from Dr. Shinn, which was referred to the 
committee on parks without reading and at 
9.35 o’olock the board adjourned.

He has already entered upon 
his new duties and resigned those here in 
Newton. 

Mr. McLain’s departure from service in 
Newton is regretted by all those who were 
a wat e of his efficiency in muuugiug the 
Hues under his care and by the directors of 
both companies und the hundred or more 
employes who hold the highest respect for 
his executive ability uud judgment. 

On Sunday morning ut 1 o'clock there 
gathered at the home of Mr. McLain on 
Grove Hill avenue, Newtouville, about 75 
employes of the Newton A Boston and the 
Wellesley A Boston. This was the most 
convenient hour for the men, in fact the 
only time when ull could be together. 

Mr. McLuiu was ai oused from his slum- 
bers by the announcement thut there was a 
car off the truck. He hurriedly dressed 
aud was reudy to sturt out. To muke t iie 
good Matured subterfuge appear more 
plausible the telephone was rung. Tuking 
down tiie receiver Mr. McLain sought 
further information but without success 

He was ou the point of leuving the 
house w hen lie was escorted by one of hi* 
employes, into the dining-room. In an in- 
stant darkness turned to light uud there 
were gathered the large company of Mr. 
McLuiu's employes. Another surprise fol- 
lowed when there was revealed u handsome 
silver service which Mr. John Cavanaugh 
presented his superintendent. 

Both Mr. und Mrs. McLain responded 
with words of thanks, expressing their 
deep appreciation of the substantial token 
of esteem. A collation followed und the 
guests departed on speeiul cars to their re- 
spective homes. 

Mr. McLain’s advancement in railroad 
service has been marked. He was born iu 
Hope, Maine, iu 1801, und iu the schools of 
that place secured his education. 

He came to Boston when a young man 
and iu 1881 went to work as a driver of a 
horse car on the Metropolitan street 
railway. In 1890 he became a motorman ou 
the Newton street railway one of the 
first operated by elecricity iu New Eng- 
land. In 1892 he was appointed super- 
intendent of construction of tiie New- 
ton A Boston street railway and iu 
1894 became its superintendent. He was 
ulso made superintendent of tiie Wellesley 
A Huston line upon its completion. 

His successor in this city is Mr. Ed wurd 
A Spring, formerly superintendent of the 
Norfolk Western stieet railway company 
running betweeii Dedham and Franklin.

LEXINGTON STREET ASSESSMENTS. 

We sympathize heartily with the abutters 
on this street who have been called upon to 
pay heavy betterments for the widening of 
two years ago; at the same time, however^ 
there are other matters to be considered, 
which relieves the city from the imputation 
of unfairness, charged by the remonstrants 
at the public hearing. 

When the widening was first agitated, a 
sub committee was appointed to consider 
the details of seizure and cost, and after 
faithful work, satisfactory arrangements 
were made whereby the street railway 
company guaranteed to indemnify the city 
for the cost of land damages, up to the 
amouut of $7,500, and all but two of the 
abuttors from whom laud was takeu agreed 
upon terms of release. The widening was 
of sixty feet between Auburn and Walcott 
streets, and of fifty feet between Walcott 
and Freemnu streets, which accounts for 
the fact that Mr. Johnson’s premises got 
out in the street. It may be said, however, 
in passing, that the GO foot widening 
stopped at Walcott street on account of the 
expense of carryiug it to Freeman street. 

A distinction should be made between 
the widening of part of the street ami the 
construction of the whole, as there was no 
widening below Freeman street, this por- 
tion for the first time being built to its 
established width. 

The chief object in the minds of the 
aldermen of 185)8 in widening the upper 
portion of the street under the betterment 
act was to counter on those abuttors who 
refused to come to terms of release, and 
parties from whom land win not taken 
must necessarily be included in the benefit 
occasioned by the widen ins. 

It seems to us that tiie widening of this 
street has been a decided improvement to 
the whole village, and it is further remark- 
able from the fact that this is the first case 
in our remembrance where au importunt 
widening bus been done bj the city, in 
which the preliminary details of release 
agreements were so well considered and 
carried out. 

the hiirriiLL : anTa kty. 


The conventions have nearly all been 
held and the voters can now begin to weigh 
the candidates and the principles for which 
they stau 1. The Republicans outer the fight 
with every confi lence in their ultimate 
success. The state ticket which lias been 
renominated has successfully administered 
the atfairs of the Commonwealth, and 
there is no question as to its election by an 
enormous majority. The congressional 
campaign, involving national issues to a 
greater degree than the stute, finds the 
party firmly united under the leadership of 
Mr. Rowers of our city, who is eager to 
t row down the gauntlet to any and all 
who oppose Republican principles. The 
result in this direction is also certain, the 
only question being as to the size of the 
majority. 

In the senatorial field, greater c ire must 
used by the party managers towards heal- 
ing the wounds of last year, which show 
signs of breaking out afresh in the dead- 
lock which exists in the situation. The 
district is by no means a sure one and all 
of the candidates, particularly those from 
our own city, should place patty success 
above and beyond individual advancement. 

The representative nominations are usu- 
ally equivalent to elections, and the gen- 
tlemen who have been decided upon as tile 
nominees deserve and should receive the 
hearty support of all voters who desire the 
members of our General Court from this 
district to maintain the honor and dignity 
of the grand old Commonwealth, 


BROOKLINE. 

Our neighboring town of Brookline, is 
apparently attempting to drive a hard bar- 
gain with us in regard to mutters in which 
we each huve an int- iest. 

Not content with fighting a Newton man 
for the congressional nomination, it now 
tries to enter our territory without per- 
mission, and find an outlet foi the water 
which will be drained from the new 
Boyislon street at Chestnut Hill. 

For several years Newton bus attempted 
to make a settlement with Brookline tor 
the right to sewer several hundred acres 
of laud at Chestnut Hill through that 
town, but the town authorities have placed 
such an exhorbitaut (n ice upon the privi- 
lege as to practically prohibit acceptance. 

Newton easily made terms with Boston 
forasimilur right a year ago, and there is 
no teason why the mutter with Brookline 
should not be adjusted on the suine basis 

The city authorities welcomed the neces- 
sity which Brookline is under to hud an 
outlet for its draiu ihtough our territory, 
and a compromise will undoubtedly soon 
be effected In the meaniimea vigilant eye 
w ill be kept uu our south easleiu boidet. 


WATER RIGHTS. 


The settlements recently made by the 
city of Waltham in the mill cases, Drought j 
to reoover damages suffered by various 
corporations by reason of that city taking 
2,000,000 gallons of water daily from the 
Charles river, is of interest to this city’ ! 
The mills sued for $750,000 damages and i 
after years of litigation have just accepted 
$51,000 and interest. 

The Boston Manufacturing Co. has a , 
suit against this city on slightly different 
lines, and we understand thnt the matter 
will be brought before a master before 
long. With the Waltham awards as a 
precedent, however, the city will not be 
heavily mulcted in case the decision is ad 
verse to our interests. 


THE SENATORIAL SITUATION. 


After balloting for six or seven hours 
without reaching a satisfactory result, the 
Republican senatorial convention, ad- 
journed its session at South Framingham, 
and will meet at Xewtonvllle, to-morrow 
afternoon to try conclusions again. 

The tenacity with which each of the 
seven candidates clings to the belief that 
he is the self-appointed Moses destined 
to redet m the district from the domination 
of democracy, is painfully apparent, and 
the w ounds which are being inllioted upon 
the Republican party, by their stubborn- 
ness, are not considered. 

The inadequateness of the present 
methods of nominating candidates through 
delegate conventions was never shown to 
better advantage than in the present case, 
where over one third of the delegates elected 
persist in an attempt to nominate men, be' 
longing in one end of the district, while 
99 ont of every 100 of the rank and file of 
the party firmly believe that the senator 
should come from the other end of the 
district. 

The nomination of Mr. Tirrell of Natick 
as the Congressional candidate in the 
fourth district will probably result in the 
consolidation of the small towns at the 
upper end of the district, and thereby 
simplify the work of the convention. 

Tin: appropriation made by the Board 
of Aldermen the other evening towards the 
construction of a roadway along the banks 
of the river between Lower Falls and 
Upper Falls over the location of the main 
sewer, is a very satisfactory solution of 
what threatened at one time to be an ex- 
pensive job for the city. By this arrange- 
ment the city is relieved from the necessity 
of cleaning up the debris caused by sewer 
construction for a distance of over a mile, 
and the building of a roadway between the 
two villages will be of greut benefit to each 
and to the whole city. 


City Hall Notes.

Mr. Powers said that Louisiana was ac- 

S uirnl In 1^^ at the Instigation of Pres- 
ent .lfrt*T><-n, the founder and father of 
the Democratic party; that Its acquisition 
was against the wishes and even the pro- 
test of i's inhabitants; that the constitu- 
tional riL'ht to so acquire territory was ap- 
proved by .lames Madison, then secretary 
of stale. and Alexander Hamilton, both of 
whom had taken an active and Influential 
part in drafting the American constitution 
in 17S7; that the Louisiana purchase was a 
test case as to whether the constitution per- 
mitted the republic to acquire territory 
against the will of the inhabitants residing 
thereon, and to govern them against their 
will; that that question was then settled in 
the affirmative, ami under General .lack 
son’s administration in 1819. Florida was 
purchased, New Mexico and California 
were acquired under President Folk’s ad- 
ministration in 184* , the Gadsden territory 
was acquired under President Pierce in 
1S.NS, and Alaska under President Johnson 
in 1SU7. No part of the Louisiana purchase 
became a state until Louisiana was ad- 
mitted in 1812, nine years after the territory 
was acquired. 

Mr. Powers said he had no question 
but that the outcome in the Philippine 
Islands would be in the Interest of human- 
itv, and consistent with the best traditions 
of the Republican party. At the present 
time the sovereignty of the Tnited States 
extending over these islands was just as 
complete as its sovereignty over nny of its 
territory; that the inhabitants of these 
islands 'were in insurrection; when that 
ceased the administration at Washington 
would undoubtedly outline its fuluie 
policy with reference to these islands, ami 
there was no reason w hy it should do so 
until then ; that at all events the inhabi- 
tants of the Philippines would have the 
benefit of a republican form of government. 

Mr. Powers .-aid that the claim that we 
are drifting toward militarism was abso- 
lutely absurd; thnt we were maintaining a 
standing army of f*5,000 men. or one to 
1100 of the population; that the standlug 
armies of Europe aggregate 8,000,000 of 
men, or one to 4. r > of the population ; that in 
1M»5 the North had an army of more than 
1 , 000,000 soldiers, or one to every 20 of its 
population ; that this did not lead to mili- 
tarism, and at the close of the war this 
great armv was disbanded, and 25, 000 sol- 
diers constituted our standing army; that 
it was the policy of the country to main- 
tain an nrmy no greater than the exigencies 
of the times require. 

Mr. Powers closed by saying; “I think 
you will believe me when 1 say that 1 
appreciate the duties incumbent upon a 
congressman representing a district of the 
old Bay State. If I am elected 1 will per- 
form these duties to the best of my ability, 
ever mindful of the sacred trust imposed 
upon me by the people of the dlstriot. 

After adjournment the delegates were 
given an informal reception by Mr. Powers.

Newton Hospital. 

The usual meeting of the Newton Hos- 
pital trustees took plaoe at the hospital on 
Friday afternoon, the 28th ult, with the 
president, Hon. J. R. Leeson, in the chair, 
and members present as follows : Mesdames 
Baoon, Cobh, Coolldae, Gould, Haskell, 
Leonard, Lodge, Morse, Nichols, Paine, 
Messrs. Bulleii 8 , Ellison, Fitzpatrick, Pratt, 
Travelll, Dr. Shinn and Tyler, Drs. Hunt 
and Neales, Alderman Henry Bally. 

T he treasurer’s report gave tho ourrent 
expenses of the hospital, together with 
painting and other expenditures. 88,531. 13, 
while the income from care and treatment 
of patients, together with interest and 
other iuoome and donation-, amounted to 
$0,804.87. The chairman of the finance 
committee gave the probable Income aiid 
outlav for the coming season with reference 
to what has already oeen indicated by some 
of the cliurciies relative to their offering 
for the Hospital Sunday coining next 
month, and the chair spoke of the need of 
each member of the board in supplement 
ing the work of this cointniitee by helping 
in every church and locality to have this 
contribution udequate to meet the rapidly 
Increasing work of the institution iu re- 
lieving the suffering and sick of our city. 
The average number of patients daily at 
the hospital for the three months passed 
was reported by the executive c mimiltec to 
have been 58. A communication from the 
Wellesley A: Boston Street Railway Com- 
puny was presented, offering as a donation 
to the hospital their gross receipts for the 
Saturday immediately preceding Hospital 
Sunday. This generous action upon the 
part of the Street Railway Compuuy was 
accepted with much appreciation by the 
board. 

The work of painting and renovating In- 
side iu several of the buildings lias been 
completed, and work upon the outside is 
soon to be commenced. 

The loss to the board caused by the death 
of Mr, Charles C. Burr of Auburndale wus 
most feelingly spoken of by the president, 
and the following minute was presented by 
Dr. Shinn, the acceptance of which was 
manifested by a rising vote, and a copy 
ordered to be sent to the family. "This 
board is again called to mourn the loss of 
one of its active members, and is moved to 

E lace upon record Its high appreciation of 
is personal character and his useful ser- 
vices for the hospital. 

Mr. Charles C. Burr of Auburndale be- 
came one of the trustees of the Newton 
Hospital soon after it began its work, und 
continued loyal to its interests until he was 
called away hence to his rest. 

He was a man of unblemished reputation 
in business, an honored citizen, und an en- 
thusiastic member of the church of his 
choice, 

We remember him as a gentleman of 
simple and courteous manners, ever ready 
to render whatever assistance the hospital 
needed at his hands, and doing everything 
iu a most quiet and unobtrusive manner. 

He could always be relied upon for ad- 
vice and help, and both were especially 
valuable because of his thorough integrity 
and the confidence which the community 
had in him. 

Such men are a source of strength to any 
institution favored with their services, und 
so we feel that Mr. Burr s death is a severe 
loss to the hospital. 

We are thankful for these eighteen years 
or so of association with him in this work, 
and hope that his mantle of fidelity may 
fall upon some worthy successor." 

Mr. Edward E. Hardy of Auburndale 
was elected to fill the vacancy, and he was 
also made a member of the auditing com- 
mittee. 

After completion of routine business, and 
discussion of all details connected with the 
work of the institution, the meeting wus 
adjourned.

Political News. 


The ticket for the Mate election will be 
a voluminous affair, the addition of about 
sixty candidates for presidential electors, 
requiring considerable space. 'Ihe order 
of arrangement is as follows: Presidential 
electors, Governor. Lie it. Governor, Secre 
tary of Commonwealth, Treasurer, Audi 
tor, Attorney General, Congressman, Conn 
cillor, .Senator, Representatives to General 
Court, County Commissioner. Register of 
Deeds, and County Treasurer. 

That the wheels of the Republican 
County Convention run smoothly may bo 
inferred from the fact that Hon, .James 
Pierce of Malden has officiated as chairman 
for the last eighteen years and Mr. Henry 
W. Pitman of Somerville has served as 
secretary for twenty-two years. 

A largely attended rally was held at 
Sammett hall in the German district of 
Ward 22, last Tuesday evening in the in- 
terests of Mr. Powers for congress. 
Speeches were made by Lachlan Wallace, 
W. A. Webster. G >ttlib Gebnlng J. E. 
McGuire and J. J. McCarthy. 

It is said by some of the friends of Mr. 
Baker that they believe he has accom- 
plished his principal object in being in- 
dorsed by the congressional convention and 
being put in a position where Storey would 
owe to him the Democratic nomination, if 
conferred. They predicted that Baker 
would withdraw and that Storey would be 
substituted by the officers of the conven- 
tion, who were authoriz-d to fill vacancies. 
Baker is understood to have ambitious to 
be mayor of Xewton, and by withdrawing 
from the congressional field he would 
probably labor under the impression that 
he would get some votes for the former 
office front gold democrats and indepen- 
dents, who would not otherwise be likely 
to support him. 

There is considerable rankling left in the 
hearts of the politicians over the nomina- 
tion of Col. Xutt for senatoi. The feeling 
is not against the nominee personally, but 
against the manner in which the matter 
was decided. 

Mr. Merriam’s refusal to make pledges 
regarding special legislation desired by 
some of the smaller towns in his end of 
the district is greatly to his credit, although 
it lost him the nomination for senator. 

Mr. George II. Bond did the handsome 
thing In withdrawing from the senatorial 
fight, and it will bear fruit in the future. 

Alderman John W. Weeks has decided 
not to euter the field as a candidate for 
Mayor, although strongly urged to do so 
by many prominent citizens. 


The members of the Ward 7 Republican 
Club and their friends will meet in Armory 
hall this evening for the purpose of pub- 
licly ratifying the nomination of Mr. S. L. 
Powers as candidate for congress. Among 
the speakers will be Mr. Powers, Alder- 
man William F. Dana, candidate for repre- 
sentative to the general court from this 
district, Hon. H. E. Cobb and Mr. W, S. 
Slocum. 

Mr. W. S. Slocum of Xewtonville is a 
member of the committee recently ap- 
pointed to nominate officers of the Re- 
publican Club of Massachusetts. 

The Democratic Senatorial Convention 
in this district will be held at Hibernian 
hall, So. Framingham, this evening. 

The controversy over the nomination of 
Mr. Henry E. Turner for state auditor, 
on the Republican ticket, is causing con- 
siderable hard feeling amongst the friends 
of Gen, Kimball, who think he has been 
used unjustly. Whether the success of 
Mr. Turner is thereby imperilled, or not. 
is only a matter of conjecture at the 
present time, 


HAS ENDED. 

Struggle in 1st Middlesex 
Senatorial.

KTOnT AM1KUMKS WAIT TWO IIOtHS FOR 
bUORUM ASH TURN DRAW TI1RKK 
JURORS. 

The aldermen hnve found that special 
meetings for the drawing of jurora are al- 
most as tiresome as were the unpopular 
midnight sessions of last year. Monday 
evening a special session was called, and al 
though eight members were present in good 
season, it was not until 10 o'clock that tho 
much-desired quorum was completed by 
the arrival of Aldermen Weldon, Hutchin- 
son and Bally. 

It was a tedious wait for the faithful and 
punctual double quartet, the members of 
which were forced to discuss politics while 
the time dragged on. City Messenger 
Wellington kept carriages hustling In all 
parts of the city, pud hi this way was suc- 
cessful in securing the necessary number of 
11 . 

When it ca ne to the business of the even- 
ing these jurors were drawn: W. II. 
Cooley ot Central street, Ward 4; W. B. 
Draper of Lincoln street. Ward 5, and S. tv 
Crocker of Elmwood street, Ward 7. 

Alderman Dana presented a request 
which the board voted informally to ad 
dress the city clerk, asking that official to 
communicate with Clerk of Courts Theo- 
dore C. Hurd of Middlesex County and as- 
certain it the Newton aldermen might not 
be given 21 days' notice when it was neces- 
sary that jurors should be drawn from this 
city. The board will consider this matter 
at its regular session next Monday. 

Another matter considered informally 
last Monday evening was the question of 
payment for use of Brookline sewers. 
More than 200 acres of Newton land in the 
Chestnut Hill district will have to be 
drained through Brookliue sewers. There 
has been no settlement iu the past eight 
years although the subject has beeu often 
discussed. 

Brookline now desires to construct a 
drain through lund at Chestnut Ilili on 
Middlesex road. In fact the contractors 
have gone ahead without permission from 
this city, as was told lu the Graphic last 
week. 

Their work was stopped by the police, 
but now It may proceed as a result of a con- 
ference between Mayor Wilson and the 
selectmen of the town of Brookliue, held 
Monday afternoon. 

The town of Brookliue has agreed to ac- 
cept $11,000 for the use of its sewers, and 
Newton is willing that the drain can be 
constructed us is desired by the town 
officials. 

Lexington Street Betterment Assessments 

To the Editor or the Graphic 
Permit me a few words upon the above 
subject, suggested by your editorial of last 
week. Doubtless the betterment law is a 
wise and good one, and is often iuvoked 
for the collection of just aud reasonable 
betterments. But injustice is sometimes 
done under good and wise laws, and this 
appears to be a case of that kind. There is 
no suggestion of inteuded wrong on the 
part of the Board of Aldermen, but let us 
see if a mistake has not been made. In the 
first place the law, as I understand it, gives 
no right to assess a betterment upon pro- 
perty on the ground thut said property has 
been increased in value by a street widen- 
ing, but only upon the ground thut it has 
been increased in value over and above all 
other property iu the city. Please bear in 
mind this distinction*, for it is very import- 
ant. 

Lexington street before this widening 
was somewhat in the form of a bottle with 
the neck toward the village. From Itiver 
street to Freeman it was GO feet wide From 
Freeman street to Auburn 40 feet wide 
Who was responsible for this lay out we do 
not know, but in the course of the city’s 
growth the ntek of tbe bottle became too 
narrow to properly accommodate the travel 
over this thoroughfare. The public con- 
venience required the establishment of an 
electric line between Waltham and this 
part of tile city, and the narrow street ren- 
dered it impossible to establish tbe same 
and preserve the safety of the travelling 
public. Therefore the street was widened 
It was done for the public benefit and 
not in any sense for thut of the abuttors. 
Why should their property be assessed 
betterments, while the northern part of 
the street, which was laid out originally GO 
feet wide is exempt? All this property 
has the full benefit of this widening in its 
travel to and from the village. It has ap- 
parently beeu benefitted more than that 
abutting upon the wideniug. The whole 
village of Auburndale nas been benefitted 
by this widening, and l do not believe that 
an intelligent jury after hearing all the 
evidence would say that the property ulong 
the line of the w idening lias been bettered 
over and above all othei property. 

Auburndale bus another widening before 
the city government, viz., that of Auburn 
street. What is the argument for this? Is 
it thut property along Auburn street ueeds 
it and will be greatly improved by it? Not 
at all. It is that the approach to our villuge 
from that part of the city is too contracted 
even for carriage travel, and that iu order 
to obtain our much needed electric line 
connecting our village with the lower part 
of the city, a widening of Auburn street is 
absolutely necessary. 

To assess betterments upon tiie property 
abutting upon Auburn stree for expenses 
incurred iu mukiug this much needed pub- 
lic improvement would in my opinion be 
unjust and u perversion of the intent aud 
purpose of tiie law. The circumstances 
are very similar iu tiie case of Lexington 
street. Another circumstance which 
should relieve those who now stand 
assessed from the pay ineiil of tins tux, is 
tiie fact that only a part of tiie abuttors 
have been levied upon Wherever land 
was taken and paid for. the assessment has 
been remitted, (as it should he) In the 
case of my own property, 1 sold u small 
tract of laud to the city for this widening 
J received a fair price for the same, but 1 
stipulated lh.it there should he uo better- 
ment assessment. I had recently paid one 
such assessment to tiie city under protest, 
and had not forg »tt**n it. 

I must saj 1 cannot perceive any good 
reas m why those who sold land for this 
wi lening, for presumably its full value 
should go “Sc at free” whilw those who 
were not so fortunate as to make a sale are 
assessed u betterment, l’ossibly i am dull 
but my experience iu tiie mallei ot better- 
ment asset siueuts leads me to feel thut the 
citizens of Newton had b»n*er he on the 
lock, out for street widening*, and see to it 
iu advance thut their property is protected 
from un unreasonable and unjust interpre 
tatiou of tiie law.

S. O. Upham For County 
Commissioner. 

The Choice of Republicans in 
Convention. 


In the midst of a pouring rain the Re- 
publican delegates to the Middlesex 
County convention assembled at Hunting- 
ton hall, Lowell, last Tuesday morning, for 
the purpose of nominating a County Com- 
missioner for three years, a County Treas- 
urer for throe years, and a Register of 
Heeds for both the northern and southern 
distriots.

The county committee was granted au- 
thority to fill any vacancies which might 
occur in the nominations made by the con 
ventlon, which then adjourned to partake 
of a substantial spread provided by the I Re- 
publicans of Lowell.

The following advice of Fisher Ames, 
Esq., In the Sunday Rost Is very appropri- 
ate to the position taken In our last urtiole. 
"As starting beginners should have some 
comprehension of the purpose of the play 
and tlie power that length in trumps aud 
in plain suits gives. A great part oC the 
game is to make the best use of this power, 
or to nmkethe best defence against it. That 
is largely a matter of calculation, based on 
information derived from observation. Be- 
ginners can hardly tie expected to deoide 
upon and carry out tlie best plan of play, 
but they ought to understand that that ts 
one of the great opportunities for tlie best, 
mental powers. They should realize that 
there are constantly presented problems lor 
solution which require thought and men- 
tal effort and that a prompt and accurate 
solution may save a loss. Thus, ever? 
cant played raises the question, "What 
does it mean?’ ’ The answer to this ques- 
tion will be more or less full and correct 
according to the player’s ability to read its 
meaning in the light of the rules for play, 
the cards he himself holds and the oilier 
cards falling upon the same trick or previ- 
ously played These problems are always 
present, whether tlie deal be one in which 
a variation in result is possible or not. The 
rules for play comprise the best reasoning 
and accumulated experieuce of players for 
many generations. But the rules vary ac- 
cording to differing conditions, aud these 
differing conditions must he seen und ap- 
preciated in order for the player to make 
an intelligent UHe of the rules. All this 
furnishes as much study and calculation as 
anyone can possibly wish in a game of any 
kind. Another thing which enhances the 
interest is the ad vantage and the necessity 
of combination and co-operation between 
partners. Each of these tries, or should 
try, to play with and for his partner’s 
bund, so that they together manage and 
control twenty-six cards, instead of each 
thirteen cards. This co operation cauuot 
be effected without mutual confidence and 
the impurting of truthful information by 
the play. Here is one of the important 
fuuctiousof the rules, that is. to give in 
formation to partner. But for that the 
rules for play would be very much less im- 
portant than they are. Thus it will be 
seen that there is plenty of opportunity for 
exercising the brains in every deal at whist. 
The most skillful players are frequently at 
a loss to read the whole story conveyed by 
the cards. A beginner, therefore, should 
not expect too much. We hope, however, 
that the foregoing suggestions may help 
some to better appreciate the game and un- 
derstand its true character.” 

A few practical hints «s to the necessary 
preliminaries of play, may be pertinent at 
this time. In sorting, the cards we would 
suggest that the suits be arranged alternate- 
ly by color, thereby reducing the liability 
of revoke to a minimum. The cards should 
also be arranged iu suits according to value 
with the highest cards towards the cen- 
tre, and the lowest on tho outside of the 
"fan.” This arrangement iu case the hand 
is accidently exposed will tend to conceal 
the more valuable cards. Another common 
habit which should be avoided by the pluy- 
er desiring to advance iu the game, is that 
of always holding the trump suit invaria 
bly in a certain position. One of the ob- 
jects of the game is to cultivate the power 
of tlie memory, and any dependence upon 
arbitrary arrangement of tlie cards, will 
not tend towards improvement. Rlace the 
trump suit here or there, just ns you hap- 
pen to pick up the cards, note the value 
and suit of tiie trump curd, aud if on oc- 
casion you huppen to forget tlie suit, you 
have liberty under tlie rule to ask wkut the 
trump suit is, ulthough the card turned 
may not be named after the first trick. The 
number of cards held should alwuys be 
counted to determine whether or not there 
is a misdeal, and it is well to oear in mind 
the number of cards held in each suit. 
This latter suggestion is important, from 
the fact that there are but thirteen cards in 
eacli suit, the number held, is of great as- 
sistance in estimating tlie number of rounds 
the suit will run without being trumped. 
All of tlie above suggestions, if adopted, 
will after a little practice, become almost 
mechuuica!, and tlie miud will then be free 
to consider tlie deeper principles of the 
game.

Dear Sir 1 have noticed that parties of 
boys in the evening in the absenoe of the po- 
lice, often play foot-ba lou Farlow park by 
electric light, and also practise themselves 
iu running rouud a tract formed by its paths 
They do not do this by duylight because a 
k leper is present*t» drive them olf. Investi- 
gation shows that the extensive buildiug 
in the north side of the city has destroyed 
the boys old playgrounds and left no suita- 
ble place where they may pluy base bull 
and foot-ball, although there is much laud 
which could easily be turned into an atli- 
letio field. 

The Massachusetts census of 1895 shows 
that there were then in Newton 3418 males 
between the ages of ten and twenty-four 
inclusive. Since then our population has 
increased 21 per cent., and 23 per cent, of 
our totul population live iu Wards one uml 
Seven. Calculated along these lives there 
is probably now a juvenile population in 
this section of the city of over 9uo boys 
who have no .suitable place iu which to 
kick a loot-ball, ruu, or out a base-bull, the 
result being thut they ure forced into the 
streets, which they parade in crowds in 
search of amusement, often falling into 
mischief. 

The work of the “reform administra- 
tion” iu New York showed the marvel- 
lous power of open-air pluy-grounds iu 
drawing boys oil' the streets and interest- 
ing them in healthy sports; while Boston 
is following this policy by providing athlet- 
ic fields in every section of the city, not 
ouly iu tbe crowded districts, but uiso iu 
the suburbs, us in Brighton, Dorchester, 
Rnslindule und West Koxbuiy, Our other 
neighbors, as Watertown, Cambridge, 
Malden uml Brookline, iiuve public com 
uions free to the boys, which are crowded 
when the snow is oil’ the ground uud tile 
schools are not in session. 1 u this respect 
Newton seems to stand iu “spleudid isola- 
tion.” 

The city is not poor— there seems to be 
no good reason why the municipality 
should not follow iu the steps of other 
cities which Iiuve found that athletic fields 
ure good investments in directing boys’ 
energies und in the mukiug of good citi- 
zens. If our influential citizens will take 
up the mutter, they cun eil'ect a change, so 
tiiat the boys aud youug men of this part 
of tiie city need nut sneak oil in the durk, 
like criminals, when in search of heulthy, 
manly sport.

BAKER WON. 


In Close Contest With 
Mr. Storey. 

'Tis Said He May Not Stand, 
However. 


The 11 th congressional district Demo 
cratlc convention met at the Amerloan 
House Wednesday afternoon and was the 
liveliest convention that the eleventh, or 
old ninth district, has held for some time, 
109 delegates out of 122 being present. 
There were ninny exciting incidents caused 
by the understanding that the convention 
would give the nomination to Stor**y as 
against Buker, who has been the Damn; 
cratlc candidate for Congress in the two 
previous campaigns. There were many 
people present at the convention who were 
not delegates, and it is said that there were 
some there who were interested more in 
the success of the Republican than the 
Democratic candidate. 

The convention, which was called for 3 
o’clock, was brought to order half an hour 
later by Jumes F. Stratton of Milford, the 
chairman of the district committee, with 
J. S. Grant of Dedhnm as secretary. A 
committee on credentials, composed of 
Jeremiah Cashmau, Edward J. Healey and 
W. D. Leahy, was appointed, and, after 
nearly un hour's deliberation, reported thut 
from the 14 towns and two cities in tiie 
district entitled to 122 delegates, 109 creden- 
tials had been received and accepted. The 
difficulty which this committee met was 
due to the fuct that the Boston delegations 
were not entirely filled. In one delegation 
there were fourteen vacancies. 

Following their report, the temporary 
organization was made permanent. Mr. 
Peabody of Belmont moved that an in- 
formal ballot be taken for the congressional 
nominee. There wore various motions as 
to the method of taking tnis ballot, but the 
substitute of John H. Lee, providing for a 
committee of seven, prevailed. Tills com- 
mittee was composed of John II. Lee of 
Boston, Arthur Clark of Dedham. D J. 
Gallagher of Newton, \V. K. Peabody of 
Hyde Park, E. F. McClellan of Brookline, 
John F. McLaughlin of Milford and T. F. 
Gormuu of Boston. 

Each delegation as called came forward 
and deposited its ballot. Tiie result was 
103 votes, of which there were 54 for 
Btorey, 39 for Baker and 10 for Jenuey, 52 
being necessary lor choice. 

It was evident by the result of this ballot 
that Btorey was the choice of tiie conven- 
tion, but Baker’s friends would not have 
it, aud they set up an uproarious demon- 
stration in his behalf. 

There wus greut applause as Mr. Baker 
was brought before tbe convention, aud 
reviewed his district history, and endeav- 
ored to show his good work as champion of 
William Jennings Bryan aud the common 
people. lie attempted to say a good word 
for Mr. Storey, ami asked that the informal 
ballot be made formal, when he was in- 
terrupted by cries of “Powers first,” 
“Baker is tbe inan.” His concluding re- 
mark was: “Again thanking you, I promise 
my best eitorts in favor of a Democratic 
ticket.” 

Mr. Baker was applauded as he con- 
ceded, and there were cries of “No, no, 
don’t withdraw. Give us another ballot.” 

William T. Carroll of Hyde Park ottered 
as u substitute a motion that a formal 
ballot be taken, and sai 1 the Newton man 
was tried and true, and that in the stormy 
duys of 1896 he was loyal to the Demo- 
cracy. "He stood for everything in our 
pluttorm in 1890, und MoorefielU Btorey 
never stood with us. 

“Storey's energy, his time and his money 
has been used aguinstthe Democracy, while 
William Buker stood before a jeering world 
aud stood by Democracy. 1 am for har- 
mony above all things but for consistency 
first of all, so let us nomiuute a Democrat 
or nothing.” 

James T. Folanof Marlboro attacked Mr. 
Baker for supporting Mr. Btorey, and said 
be wanted u Democrat for tiie congres- 
sional uominee. Johu T. McLaughlin of 
Milford spoke in support of Mr. Btorey and 
when hissed said that such treatment was 
not becoming to a Democratic convention. 

Mr. Peabody suid that he thought if the 
convention stooped to think i$ would nomi- 
nate Willium 11. Baker, uud as an old man 
he would say that they were more liable to 
eleot Buker than Btorey. 

J. M. .Minton of Boston spoke iu support 
of Mr. Btorey, und Andrew R. Birein of 
Belmont sto< d out against bun in flowery 
lauguage. Then Daniel J. Gallagher of 
Newton, one of Mr. Buker’s close friends 
und supporters, made a somewhat extended 
speech, in which lie emphasized tiie fact 
that Mr. Buker wished the iniormul ballot 
to be made formal. He was quite witty, 
but there wus some tulk to tbe etleut 
that he was uot making tiie speech (or 
which lie wus scheduled. 

After considerable wrangling, a second 
builot was taken, resulting iu Baker's 
nomination, the Wards 21 and 22 delega- 
tions breaking away from Btorey and going 
to Buker, us did also the Hyde Park dele- 
gation. There were h'4 ballots cast: ueues- 
»ury for u choice 53, Mr. Baker receiving 59 
uud Mr Btorey 49. 

Tiie lion. William II. Baker was carried 
into the hall on the shoulders of his ud- 
mirers, who did a dame of joy over Ills 
nomination. The nomination was made 
unanimous by Representative Minton of 
Boston and Edward C. Jenuey of Hyde 
Park. 

It was noted that Mr. 'Baker, while 
thanking tiie convention for the honor con- 
ferred upon him. did not formally accept it. 

1 1 is speech was non committal, inasmuch 
us lie said that, if his services were de- 
manded during tiie campaign, lie would be 
found as true und lojul us in tiie past. 

A district committee was selected, com- 
posed of one representative from eacli 
ward ami town, iu spite of some opposi- 
tion, Newton presented a committeeman 
for eaob of its seven wards. 

Just before the convention adjourned 
John 11 Lee moved that any vacancies be 
filled by the officers of tbe convention.

When Thomas Keougli, 19 years old , 
walked into notice headquarters last Fri- 
day night, Lieut.

OPEN CARS. 

The resolution of the Board of Alder- 
men condemning the use of open cars dur- 
ing the inclement weather of the past two 
weeks, is one that appeals especially to 
parents of children who are compelled to 
make use of the trolley to ntteml school. 
The oluim made by the railway officials 
that they cannot supply enough box cars to 
cover their school contract is absurd. It is 
a pity that the aldermen do not reserve the 
right to compel the use of comfortable roll- 
ing stock, as it is rather an open question 
whether the present wording of street rail- 
way franchises, requiring the use of “good 
rolling stock” etc. is broad enough to cover 
the matter in question. 

Re that as It may however, it would 
seem the better part of valor for the street 
railway companies, to defer to the strong 
public sentiment in this case, if further 
privileges are to be asked for by them in 
the future. One aldertuau is emphatic in 
the statement that he shall oppose any 
further grants to the offending companies 
unless immediate compliance is given to 
the resolution, and the street railways 
cannot afford to arouse such a spirit iu the 
board from whom they receive valuable 
privileges. 


CONVENTION METHODS. 

The voters of both parties are having 
pleuty of opportunities to observe the 
beauties of the present convention system 
of nominatiug candidates for the various 
elective offices Deadlocks upon deadlocks 
are reported from one end of the state to 
the other, and the public are helpless to en- 
force a decision iu uny case, having dele- 
gated their sovereigu rights, usually iuto 
the hands of unscrupulous politicians. The 
Republican senutoiiul nomination iu this 
district determined by a lottery, is a ease 
in point aud one which comes right home 
to us. It is not an edifying spectacle aud 
should arouse the thoughtful voter to the 
possibilities of eliminating such disgrace- 
ful actions iu the future. The remedy is a 
simple one aud requires ouly the overthrow 
of this delegated power aud the return to 
direct nominations by the people. 


A STATE ROAD. 


Efforts are now being made to induce 
the State Highway Commission to build a 
state roud oyer Need hum street between 
Newton Highlands aud the Needham line. 
There is no question but what this should 
be accomplished. We know of no other 
street iu the city which is so little used by 
our owncitizeus as this, aud jet the through 
travel from Uostou to Need bum aud the 
towns beycud is considerable. The roud- 
bed has been iu wretched condition for 
some time, and should be thoroughly le- 
paired with macudum. The highway 
c train Uslon views the roud today and holds 
informal heurings along the ptoposed route 
in Needham, and we trust they will find 
their way clear to malting the uecessary 
allotment from the state fuuds. 

NEW POLICE QUARTERS. 

The commendable attempt made during 
Mayor Cobb's administration to secure the 
old bunk building uud laud on Washington 
street, Newton, for police headquarters 
iu this district has been renewed us will 
be seen by reference to proceedings of the 
city government in another column. 

Unquestionably something should be 
done towards providing better quarters for 
the police uud the unfortunates who full to 
their care. The present station is far too 
smull for the uccouuundutiou of the men, 
and the cells are entirely inadequate in size 
aud very inconveniently arranged for the 
proper handling of prisoners. 

The proposed building is centrally locat- 
ed, and can he easily adapted for police 
purposes. The removal of the police sta- 
tion would allow the tire depui tment much 
needed room, and thus kill two birds with 
one stone.

The outcome of the match wasa revela- 
tion to the golfers of tlrb; vicinity, as Var- 
don line been playing a phenomenal game 
even since cumtag to this country, luck, 
however, seemed to be ngeiust him, as time 
acd again he had the misfortune to rim the 
olp on las putts, and in going to the last 
h«!e, upon which victory or defeat depend- 
ed, la* topped his second an- 1 failed to run 
down n putt, which gave Xicholls the hole 
and the nuihMi. 

It was the second time that the two ihad 
met, and it was the second victory for the 
Boston .man -over the champion. Ilis put- 

ting in particular eroked applause agtfn 
and Kgaln from the good sUed gallery, 
w hich followed the players, arid it was a 
common occurrence for him t« run down 
averaging from 4 to 12 f .et. With 
marvelous dexterity he went out on several 
occasions when a miss would lntve given 
itln* hole to his opponent. 

Yard on excelled him on the long game, 
but his short playing was not what it lias 
been in utlier matches contested around 
Bere. Vardon, it is well known, plays a 
grand long game, his brassio shots iu par- 
ticular being noted for their great distance. 
The loss of these shots ’Saturday may have 
hud something to do with the result, but, 
all in all, Niaholls outclassed die champion 
on the greens, and that tells the story of 
the defeat in a. nutshell. 

In the morning it was a pretty even thing 
throughout, Nicholls finishing the 18 holes 
1 lip. It was the 18th green which decided 
the morning match, and it was the same 
green which gave Nieholls the victory in 
the afternoon. 

In the morning match Nicholls got the 
first hole, lost the secoud aud hulved the 
third, fourth and fifth. Vardon took the 
sixth, lost the seventh, halved the eighth 
uud won the ninth, giving him a lead of 
two up on the winner. 

On the second round the champiou cap- 
tured the 10th and halved thellth, Nichulls 
got the 12th iu three, and halved the next 
in four. The 14th went to Nicholls, atul 
the 15th he made iu the same number of 
strokes as Vardon. The champion won 
the 10th and ma le the match all even. The 
17th was halved, but the deciding hole 
weiit to the Bostonian, who holed out one 
better than Vardon. 

The first two holes in the afternoon’s 
match were halved in fours and Nicholls 
got the third hole in three to Vardon’s four, 
giving him a lead of two up. The next 
three holes were halved also in four, live 
aud five. Vardon reduced Nicholls’ lead 
by holding out the seventh in tour. 

The eighth and ninth were hulved re- 
spectively in fours. Nicholls now began 
to get down to work, and he won the lOtti 
aud 11th in fours, Vardon taking lives for 
both. 

The next hole, the 12th, was the cham- 
pion's. who made it in three. lie got the 
13th in four, Nicholls requiring five. The 
14th was halved in fives, and Vardou se- 
cured the 15th iu five, which made the 
match all even. The 10th and 17th were 
halved by Nicholls, who did some grand 
upproaching aud nutting, aud when play 
started for the 18th neither had an advan- 
tage. 

In driving to the 18th Vardon sliced his 
ball, and it went into thick gra.-s. He 
topped his second, but finally reached the 
green iu three. Nicholls got away well on 
his drive, and was on the green and dead 
to the hole in three. He luid a halt stymie 
for Vardon, unu when the latter made a 
fine try for the hole he struck Nicholls’ 
hall and lost the match, as Nicholls went 
down on his fourth. 

Mr. Cox, Vardon’s manager, said that 
Nicholls had plaved a superior short game, 
which accounted lot the defeat of the 
champion.

A-f we lmvo said before, tb« object of 
wliMl i' to tHketrtrks; m duplicate whist, 
the object is to t*k«* more tricks with the 
same -canls than other people -are able to 
do, 1 1 therefore follows that eards capa- 
ble of winning trioks should b« used with 
deseeethm in order to obtain the maximum 
amour.) of winnings with them. Hence, 
the lender holding ace, king and others in 
his long suit should use them at once ns it 
has been proved from years of experience 
that it is not safe to delay their use until 
tlie third trick, the same prlnoip o follows 
with a holding of any combination, headed 
by king or queen, without the jack), where 
the first play of tire leader Is to force out, 
or locate the ace. The play of a low card 
from this combination is a gamble of two 
to one, there being tv. o opponent* to one 
partner I. that the suK will be cleared the 
first round, and is therefore possible to lose 
both the .first aud second tricks to oppo- 
nents and have the hU^i cards trumped on 
the third 'round. With king, queen, jack 
oombimitism. any other than a h4?h card 
lead is a train'd. 

With the queen j.iok-ten sequence, the 
4>ook lead l* the teu.aud while tire salt may 
not be cleared until the third round, the 
principle is <,he same a* in the other high 
card leads. 

The card to lead from f&ese high oatnbi- 
tuitions should he determined by the niini 
bo: held in svit, and follows the schedule 
pointed a few weeks ago. Partner is there- 
by •enabled tnoount tire lenders’ hand and 
can determine whether an offensive or de- 
fensive game hi to lie played. If partner 
can be positive that the lead is from the 
longest suit in t&,o leaders’ luitnl, much Las 
been accomplished toward* establishing 
that (Confidence which should exist for 
mutual advantage. 

As noted in thecohedule referred to, the 
usual lead from other than higih card coin 
binatious is the fourth best card, therefore 
the lead of a deuce, marks at ouce a suit of 
only loiki, while tfce lead of a trey, the 
deuce missing, may signify a suit of five, 
if the deuce drops however, this also is ab- 
solutely from four iu suit, the higher the 
small card led therefore, the longer the 
«/.iit may be. 

Third hand in winning partners’ lend has 
three courses open to him, Iirst, the return 
of the suit ju*.t opened, the trump attack, 
or the opening of another plain suit. 

Third hand is not justified in opening his 
own long plain suit, unless it is a suit 
already established, or which can be estab- 
lished in one round, like king-queen or 
king queen-jack combinations, ami the 
openiug of such a suit gives notice to the 
original leader that third hand witli the 
knowledge obtained from the opening 
leads deems it best for the combined hands 
to play for his suit rather than that of first 
hand. The orignal leader should there- 
fore abandon the immediate establishment 
of his suit, und play for the suit led by his 
partner. 

Third hand with nil around strength in 
the other plain suits, may tie justified in 
leading trumps, even if short in them, and 
of course should lead trumps if thut is his 
long suit 

The last course open to third hand, is the 
return of his partner’s suit, in which case 
it is customary to return the highest of two 
or less remaining, and the lowest of three 
or more remaining. No finesse in partner’s 
suit should be made except the queen from 
queen-ace combinations : the jack from ace- 
lack, and one other is poor whist. Iu the 
latter case, third hand should play ace and 
return the jack, giving partner the chance 
to finesse, if he shall see lit to do bo.

They are 
Congressman Thayer of Worcester, who 
represents the Third district, Congress- 
man Fitzgerald of Boston and Concord 
Junction, who represents the Ninth dis- 
trict, and Congressman Naphen of Bos- 
ton, who represents the Tenth district. 

It is possible with proper care and an 
Intelligent appreciation of the Import- 
ance of this matter by Republican voters 
to redeem the Third and Tenth districts, 
and it is the earnest desire of the party 
managers, both state and national, that 
Massachusetts should regain these two 
districts. The whole organization of the 
house of representatives may hln&e upon 
the voters of these two districts.

”1 would venture to say that, tnklng 
all the persons in th large cities worth 
1100.000 or $500 000, you will find as many 
Democrats as Republicans. 

“No, combination of men for business 
purposes is not a party question. They 
will all stay together, just as labor unions 
vote one way when Hie inti rests of their 
in i mbets are involved. 

"on the other hand, take, for Instance, 
that dispatch in the morning paper nam- 
ing Altgdd for the supremo court. 1 
suppose it Is u fake, but at the same time 
it sets one thinking of what is likely to 
happen. Altgeld may be honest; Bryan 
may be homst; I believe, ft r that mat- 
ter, that the majority of anarchists are 
honest, but it Is the Ideas they have and 
which they may try to carry out that 
mult' s them ui safe. Tiny are too 
visionary."- Ex-tfcuator Edmunds.

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SCHOOL BOARD. 


Members Criticise Health 
Department. 

Charges of Negligence Made 
At Meeting. 


The school board's disapproval of the 
board of health and Us methods was pub. 
licly declared at the monthly meeting of 
the former body on Wednesday evening, 

It savored of an old time school board sen- 
sation and served to arouse the members 
from a routine lethargy. 

It began with Mr. Hand of Ward 6 , who 
to'.d of a ease concerning a child who had 
been allowed to go to school in the "peel- 
ing” stage of scarlet fever and the circum- 
stances of which had been called to the 
attention of Mayor Wilson, 

Mr. H ind said it was desirable to ascer- 
tain upon whom the blame should be fixed' 
Whether or not the school board, its ser. 
vants, or the board of health was to blame, 
and be thought it an important question. 

Superintendent Fifield then told the 
story. Mary Murphy, a pupil of the 3rd 
grade in the Davis school at West Newton, 
left school on Tuesday, Oct. 9. She was 
absent a week and during that time her 
teacher learned from another member of 
the Murphy family in the Davis school 
that Mary was ill with a severe cold. 

Mary returned on Tuesday, Oct. 1G, and 
resumed her studies. On Friday, the 19th, 
she walked up to her teacher, Miss Marsh, 
and displayed her hands. The teacher ex- 
amined them cnrefully and came to the 
conclusion that the child was in the "peel- 
ing" stage of scarlet fever. 

The teacher promptly notified the hoard 
of health. It was not until Monday morn- 
ing and after the pupils in the Davis school 
had reassembled, Mr. Filield stated to the 
board, that the board of health notilied him 
that the little Murphy girl had scarlet 
fever. The case had been investigated 
Saturday by a physician with the diagnosis 
already stated. 

The point of the investigation Wednes 
day evening was to tix the blame. It was 
made at the request of Charles F. Shirley 
of Ward 3 The school board was anxious 
to find out whether or not the teacher hud 
acted properly. They decided that she had 
ami commenced her for her promptness, 
incidentally they mildly "roasted" the 
board of health because it hid not disin- 
fected the Davis school Saturday or Sun- 
day, believing the lives of all the pupils 
had been endangered by allowing them to | 
reassemble on Monday morning and then ■ 
vacating the rooms for disinfection. 

Mr. Shirley appeared before the school t 
board Wednesday evening. He was em- . 
phatic in his declaration that the board of 
health had been extremely negligent. He ] 
had a child in the 3rd grade for whose . 
health he had grave fears Mr. Shirley | 
stated further that the board of health was ■ 
usually very strict but that iu this case it i 
had been decidedly the opposite. Mr. Shir- 
ley thought that such cases should be , 
attended to before the child was permitted , 
to return lo school. 

These opinions were shared by several i 
members of the school board. It was vo ed I 
to refer the matter to the committee on j 
rules, which was instructed to confer witli 
the Ward 3 committee that some rule might 
he framed for the remedy of such cases, i 
The investigation will be carried no further. J 
There was a communication from the 
city government ashing that the board ex- | 
press its opinion as to the advisability of ; 
purchasing a lot on Manet road, Chestnut , 
Hill, for the purpose of erecting a school 
house. The matter was referred lo the 
committee on school houses.

Mr. Filield said there were 72G High 1 
school pupils, increase ll; 4280 grammar | 
an ’ primary school pupi's, increase 118; 507 
kindergarten pupils, increase 8 b Mr. Fi- . 
field said the census of school children 
arr mged by Win. H. Hand showed there ' 
were 5315 school children, an increase of ; 
1-13 

The annual report of the school board 
was read oy Mr. Howes and contained ref- 
erence to many subjects which have come ; 
to the board’s official notice during the 
past fiscal yvar. 

'l'he finance committee reported that the 
order introduced by Mr. Bacon at the .Sep- ! 
t*m ei meeting, rt commending the salary 
of the Waban school janitor beat the rate : 
of $300 a year, ought to pass, and it was j 
adopted. 

The finance committee reported favorably ' 
on the superintendent's nqin-.-d for an ad- 
ditional appropriation of $250 for salaries 
of newly appointed Bigelow school teach- 1 
ers for Him balance of the year. The use ; 
of additional rooms, demanded by the in- 
creased enrollment, was sufficient argu- 
ment, Mr. Dewey said, and the order was 
adopted. 

The janitor of the High school asked for 
an luci ease iu his salary of $5 per month. 
Jiis communication was referred to the 
finance committee. 

It was voted t<» appropriate $17,911 90 for 
tl.e d« partmeni expenses during October. 

At toe suggestion of the »upel intendent 
it uu' voted lo close the grammar, primary 
and kindergarten grades on (Act. 2o that 
the teachers might be permitted to attend 
the mutual meeting of the Middlesex county 
teachers' association to be held ou that 
date. 

Mr. Hand moved a suspension of the 
rules that tlie Christmas vacation might 
extend from Monday, Dec. 24. 1900, until 
Tuesday, Jan 1,1901. Mr. Dewey wanted' 
it laid over until the next meeting. Some [ 
thing was then said by’ Mr. Huud about 
disposing of it rapidly notwithstanding : 
the fact tlmt another member hud sug- 
gested that several members were anxious 
to attend social engagements. Mr. Bacon 
preferred the meetiug continue and uothiug 
be omitted. 

Mr. Dewey then declared that there were 
too many schooldays wasted at an enor- 
mous expense and he declared it extrava- 
gant. There were too few school <lays 
anyway und they cost many dollars which 
are being wasted with these vaoatious. 
"What’s the use of having a rule," de- 
manded Mr. Dewey, "H you’re goiug to 
keep suspending it?" 

The board voted, however, 10 to 2 to sus- 
pend the rules and establish the vacation 
us specified in Mr. Hand's figures. Mr. 
Dewey aud Mr. Howes voted against it. 

Mr Avery of Ward 2 said he hud a 
petition signed by 124 parents in the Adams 
school district asking for the adoption of 
the single session plan. Fifty residents of 
Xewtonville were opposed to it Both 
petitions were referred to the committee ou 
luies und the Ward 2 committee. The 
resignation of Annul. Wood, an assistant 
in the Bigelow, was accepted. It wus or- 
deed that 2500 copies of the annual report 
be printed and distributed. 

At 8 50 the board adjourned.

WILKINS RC1IOSMITII MKT DEATH IN A 

BURNING ACCIDENT AT HIS HOME IN 

NONANTLTM LAST SUNDAY MORNING. 

Wilkins Schosmlth, 50 years old, was 
terribly burned at his home on Dalby 
stieet, Nouautum, last Sunday morning 
and died at 9.15 a. m.. that day at the New- 
ton Hospital. 

There were no witnesses of the affair yet 
the police have made a thorough investiga- 
tion and are satisfied as to the facts. 

Schosmlth was a weaver, employed in 
the Nonantuni worsted mills. He occupied 
two rooms in the house at 17 Daley street 
which is owned by Joseph Leasesque. 

Shortly after 12 25 Sunday morning he 
started up stairs, carry ing a lamp. From 
what can he learned he missed his footing 
and fell forward. The lamp exploded and 
the man’s clothing was United. 

Other occupants of the house were 
aroused by the smoke They found Sohsmith 
lying at the foot of the stairs, lie was 
terribly burned and the wainscoting and 
stairs were iu tl lines. 

Water was thrown upon the man by 
some of the inmates while others pulled 
an alarm from box 245 The fire wns extin- 
guished w ith but slight damage. Sergt. 
Purcell and Patrolman Desmond cared for 
Schosmlth. Dr. Stearns was summoned 
and he ordered him removed to the hos 
pi tal. Schosmlth is survived by a wife and 
four children who are living in Jamestown, 
N. Y. 

Street Railway Matters. 

The committee on railroads of the Bos- 
ton Board of Aldermen recently reported 
no action necessary on the petition of the 
Newton & Boston Street Railway Com- 
pany (referred from last year), for a loca- 
tion for its tracks and overhead electric 
system on Beacon Str et from the Newton 
Line to Chestnut Hill avenue. 

Mayor Dodge of Worcester has ordered 
the city solicitor to bring suit at once 
against the Worcester Consolidated street 
rail way company to enforce the payment 
of bills amounting to $ 12 , 000 . This will 
be the case to test the street railway law 
passed by the Legislature in 1898 with 
particular reference to the provision rela- 
tive to the removal of snow from the 
tracks and streets. This law has been the 
subject of much dispute since it was 
passed, and the result of the Worcester 
case will be watched with interest by all 
cities and towns in the state, nearly all 
of which have had trouble with railway 
companies over this point. The $12,00u 
alleged to be due Worcester was expended 
in snow removal from one of the streets, 
the railway company claiming that it 
should not be obliged to pay this in addi- 
tion to the excise tax required by the 1898 
law. 

The Newton Centre cars are now’ run- 
ning on half hour time, leaving both New- 
ton and Newton Centre at five minutes past 
the hour and half hour, between 7 05 a, m. 
and 11 35 p. m.

AUBUHND ALE HEADING ROOM. 

The Auburndule* Village Improvement 
society bus reason to feel much satisfaction 
in the successful outcome of the movement 
made under its auspices to establish a 
branch library and reading room in the 
village. The efficient committee in charge 
of the matter raised nine hundred fifty 
dollars for the equipment, rental, and 
maintenance of rooms suitable for the 
purposes in view. Of this amount about 
seven hundred fifty-five dollars were e.m 
tributed by ninety-seven subscribers iu 
sums ranging fiom fifty cents to fifty dol- 
lars: one hundred dollars was given by 
the Village Improvinent society, aud near- 
ly as much more was realized from a con- 
cert given for the purpose. 

Handsome and substantial furnishings 
were provided, one hundred fifty volumes 
of standard reference books purchased, 
and a good representative list of magazines 
and papers subscribed for. The Newton 
Free Library bus supplied a considerable 
number of books from its duplicate sets, 
and these are changed from time to time. 

A very interesting feature of the Branch 
is a collection of one hundred and live vol- 
umes by Auburndule authors which arc 
kept in a special case. 

The scope of the undertaking embraces 
a recreation room for children where vari- 
ous quiet games limy be played. 

Tlie rooms in Taylor’s new block, are 
pleasant and well adapted to their use. 
They were opened to the public, Novem- 
ber 13th, 1899, and with the exception of 
Sundays, have been open every day since 
during stated hours. The attendance 
which at. first was very large has settled to 
an average of about eighty a day, and is of 
a character to justify fully the undertaking. 

Early in tlie present year the city govern- 
ment appropriated one thousand dollars lor 
the maintenance of tlie Auburndule Branch 
of the Newton Free Library, with tlie 
understanding that tlie equipments, boohs, 
und belongings of the branch should be 
turned over to the trustees of the Free 
Library, aud accordingly this transfer has 
been made by a vote of tlie Improvement 
{Society.

DANIEL WF.BSTKR FORESAW BRYAN. I 

AN ENEMY TO Ills WHOLE COUNTRY; TO | 

ai.lclarbeh; tiik poor man’s curse. 


Sixty-six years ago, on Jan. 81, 1834, 
Daniel Webster stood up In the United 
States Senate and denounced the demagog- 
Ism of his »lay In words which fit tho pres- 
ent crisis precisely. lie said: 

“Sir, I nee, in those vehicles which carry 
to tho people sentiments from high places, 
plain declarations that tho present contro- 
versy is but n strife between one part of 
the community and another. I hear it 
boasted as the unfailing security, tho solid 
ground, never to be shaken, on which re- 
cent measures rest, that the poor naturally 1 
bate the rich. I know tint, under tho i 
cover of tho roofs of the Capitol, within | 
the lust twenty- four hours, among men j 
sent here to devise means for the public 
safety and the public good, it has been 
vaunted forth, as matter of boast and 
triumph, that one cause existed powerful 
enough to support everything and to defend 
everything; and that was, the natural 
hatred of the poor to the rich. 

“Sir, I pronounce the author of such 
sentiments to be guilty of attempting a de- 
testable fraud on the community ; a double 
fraud ; a fraud which is to cheat, men out of 
their property and out of the earnings of 
their labor, by first cheating them out of 
their understandings. 

“The natural hatred of tho poor to the 
rich!’ Sir, it shall not be till the last mo- 
ment of my existence, it shall be only when 
I am drawn to the verge of oblivion, when 
I shall cease to have respect or affection 
for anything on earth, that I will believe 
the people of the United States capable of 
being effectually deluded, cajoled and 
driven about in herds, by such abominable 
frauds as this, If they shall sink to that 
point, if they so far cease to be men, think- 
ing men, intelligent inen.as to yield to suoh 
pretences and such clamor, they will be 
slaves already ;slaves to their own passions, 
slaves to the fraud and knavery of pretend- 
ed friends. They will deserve to be blotted 
out of all the records of freedom; they 
ought not to dishonor the cause of self 
government, by attempting any longer to 
exercise it: they ought to keep their un- 
worthy hands entirely off from the cause 
of Republican liberty, if they are capable 
of being the victims of artifices so shallow, 
of tricks so stale, so threadbare, so often 
practised, so much worn out, on serfs and 
slaves. 

“The natural hatred of the poor appinst 
the rich!’ ’The danger of a moneyed aris- 
tocracy.” ‘A power as great and dangerous 
as that resisted by the Revolution!’ ’A 
call to a new Declaration of Indepen- 
dence!’ Sir, I admonish the people against 
the object of outcries like these. I admon- 
ish every industrions laborer in the country 
to be on his guard ugaiust suoh delusion. I 
tell him the attempt is to play off his 
passions against his interests, ami to pre- 
vail on him in the name of liberty to de- 
stroy all the fruits of liberty, in the name 
of patriotism to injure and ailllcthis coun- 
try, ami in the name of his own indepen- 
dence to destroy that very independence 
and urnke him a beggar and a slave. Has 
he u dollar? He is udvised to do that 
which will destroy half its value. Hus he 
hands to labor? Let h.m rather fold them, 
ami sit still, than be pushed on by fraud 
and artifice to support measures which will 
render his tabor useless and hopeless. 

“:Sir. the very man of ull others who has 
the deepest interest in a sound currency, 
and who suffers most by mischievous legis- 
lation in money mutters, is the mao who 
eerns bis daily bread by his daily toil. 
l*re> lug on nobody, he becomes the prey of 
all. His property is in his hands. His re- 
turnee, his land, ins productive freehold, 
his all, is his tubor. Whether he work on 
Iiis own smull capital or another's his living 
is still earned by his industry; and when 
tlie money ot the country becomes depreci- 
ated and debased, whether it be adulterated 
coin or paper without credit, that industry 
is robbed of its reward. He then labors 
for a country whose laws cheat him out of 
his bread. I would say to every owner of 
every quarter section of laud in the West. I 
would say to every man in Uie East, -who 
follows bis own plough ami to every me- 
chanic, artisan and laborer in every city in 
tlie country — 1 would ray to every <nan 
everywhere who wishes by honest means 
'to -gain .an honest living: ’Beware < f 
woives <fu sheep's clothing. Whoever at- 
tempts, under whatever popular ory, to 
shake the stability of the public currency, 
bring on distress in money matters, and 
drive the country into the use of paper 
money, stabs your interest and your happi- 
ness U i tlie heart.’ 

’’Mr. the great interest of this great 
country, the producing cause of ad its 
prosperity, is labor! labor! labor! We are 
a laboring community. A vast majority of 
usail ldveby industry and actual empioy- 
meutdu some of their forms. 'I lie Consti- 
tution was made to protect this iudustry,to 
give it both encouragement and security; 
but altove ull, security . To that very end, 
with tliat precise object iu view, power 
was p ire n to Congress over the currency 
and over the money system of the .country. 
And whoever bus the wickedness to con- 
ceive uml the hardihmsi to avow a purpose 
to br«fek down what lias been found in 
forty years’ experienceesseutiai to the pro- 
tection of ull interests, by arraying one 
class agaiust another, and by acting on 
such a .principle as that the poor always 
bate the rich, shows himself the reckless 
enemy of ull. An enemy to his whole 
: country, to all classes, ami to every man in 
it. he deserves to be marked especially a* 
i lie pooriiiiuu’s curse!’ N. Y. Stui.

Whist. 

When the holding does not justify the 
lead of a high card the American system, I 
calls for the play of tlie fourth bent card In j 
tlie suit, nnd tho lamler mu«t hold three 
cards higher than the one led. The lead 
of the deuce, therefore, mast be from ex- ! 
nctly four in suit, and the higher the snull ; 
card led, the longer It is possible for tlie 
suit to be. It should always be borne in 
mind by their hand that tlie length of suit 
held by tlie leader, as indicated by the card 
first led, forms tlie basis Upon which third 
hand can determine whether it Is advisable 
to play an aggressive or a defensive game. 
The lead will also Indicate in a measure, j 

{ list what combinations of higher cards are ! 
leld by tlie lender. This is more easily de j 
terrnined by tlie Eleven rule, one of the 1 
very few good tilings ever given tlie whist : 
community by R E. Foster of New York. 
The Eleven rule in brief, enables the third 
hand to diagnose the situation something 
as follows:— The original leader play* the 
seven spot, seven from eleven, leaving 
four. Immediately notifies the table that 
there are 4 cards higher than tlie seven, 
which are outside the leider’s hand. The 
original lead of an eight, leaves only 3 
catds outstanding and the nine, leaves but 
2 . or course the smaller the card led tlie 
more cards aro outstanding against it. But 
the Information given by the fourth best 
lead of a six spot or higher, is of greut 
value. 

Another feature of the fourth best lead 
is tlie amount of information given by tlie 
deuce. As lias been remarked before, the 
deuce lead absolutely shows four in suit. 
Tlie leader’s hand, therefore, outside of 
tlie suit led must consist of either.'! suits of 
3 cards each ; 1 suit of 4. 1 of 3 and 1 of 2 
cards each or 2 suits of 4 cards each and a 
singleton. No oilier combinations are 
possible. Tlie same mf munition of course, 
can be given by the lead of a king, or the 
lead of another small card, which can be 
read as the bottom of the suit, such as the 
trey or four spot, tlie smaller cards either 
falling to the trick or being held by the 
student. 

The information given by the Eleven 
rule, is of great assistance in enabling the 
third hand to unblock, or to play the high 
cards in such a wuy as to enable partner to 
make the small cards of the suit. This 
same information is also given by the high 
cards, the most common illustration being 
tlie case when the original leader, plays 
tho queen, third hand lidding ace-jack- 
small of the suit should win witli tlie ace 
return the jack and retain the small card 
for partner’s king when the hand warrants 
such play. In the same line, third hand 
holding all the cards indicated by the ap- 
plication of the Eleven rule to tlie card led 
by partner, should play the highest, return 
tlie second best and hold the smaller cards 
for partner’s benefit. 

By any other play in the two il'ustra- 
tions given third hand will, on tlie third 
round, hold the master card of partner’s 
suit and thereby block the possibility of 
taking tricks with the small cards remain- 
ing in partner’s hand. 

The student will readily see from the 
few bints given iu this column, that the 
American or number showing leads, en- 
ables the whist player to determine the 
general character of the hand held by the 
leader, and frequently marks the exact 
cards of the suit originally opened.

nineteen deals with the loss of but a single 
trick, and as they gained u dozen on their 
opponents, they were one ahead at dinuer 
time.

WHERE TIIE BLAME LIES. 


The recent debate in the School Board 
relative to the alleged neglect of the Board 
of Health in regard to a case of scarlet 
fever, appears to have been a case of con- 
siderable smoke without much fire. Inves- 
tigation shows that the teacher did not dis- 
cover the desquamation of the child uutil 
late Friday afternoon, when she reported 
her suspicions to the health department. 
On Saturday the case was investigated by 
the city physician and placed under quar- 
antine. On Sunday the house was placard- 
ed, and as the agent disinfected three other 
houses on that day, the disinfection of the 
school room was postponed uutil Monday 
morning, when the school was dismissed 
as soon as it had assembled. The exposure 
to possible infection ou Monday morning 
was nothing, as compared with the per- 
sonal contact with the sick child for three 
days during the previous week, and yet 
this appears to be the whole basis of the 
claim of negligence. 

When the medical inspection of schools 
was established for the very purpose of 
preventing the admission or re-admission 
of children suffering from contagious 
diseases, one of the conditions thoroughly 
understood by both the health and school 
authorities was, that no child should be re 
admitted after any suspicious absence 
without the certificate of a medical inspec- 
tor. The application of this idea to the 
case in question, where a child, admittedly 
ill with a severe cold in a district known 
to be iufected with diphtheria, would have 
prevented the needless exposure of many 
children to disease. 

The remedy in this case and the preven- 
tion of similar cases in the future, lies 
not in the health department, but with the 
school committee itself. A simple rule in- 
structing the teacher to always require a 
medical certificate for the re-admission of 
children, who have been absent on account 
of illness, would fully cover the matter. 

One admirable ( ?) feature of our present 
caucus law is the provision requiring the 
filing of nominations so close to the state 
election as to render it absolutely neces- 
sary for the voters to consider municipal 
matters during the state campaign. The 
time for filing nominations for the Repub- 
lican municipal caucuses closes on Wednes- 
day, Nov. 7th, at 5 o’clock p.ni.uud no 
names can be printed on the caucus ticket 
unless properly filed with the secretary of 
the committtee before that hour. The 
mayoralty and alderman ic nominations 
have as yet been considered but by a 
few interested parties, and while there are 
signs of a lively fight over the mayoralty, 
discussion of the matter lias by general 
consent been postponed uutil .after the 
national election. The announcement of 
the Republican city committee in another 
column, however, will undoubtedly bring 
the matter to a head at once, and municipal 
polities will soon urrive at the boiling 
point, _________________ 

Tin: eustonl heretofore followed in this 
city, on election night, of keeping the 
Board of Aldermen in session for many 
hours in order to receive the returns from 
the different precincts, is one which ap- 
pears to be entirely unnecessary, and 
which also,* distracts attention from tbe 
regular business of the Board. The 
C ty Clerk can receive the returns, and 
submit a tabulated statement at the 
the next meeting of the Board, and consid- 
erable time und confusion saved thereby. 
This method is followed in Cambridge and 
we believe in other cities, and some such 
plan should be given attention by the AT 
dcrmeii. ______________ 

The Wellesley & Boston Street Railway 
Company has shown a commendable enter- 
prise in seeking a double track location on 
Washington street at the Lower Falls, 
This street is to be widened and recon- 
structed this full, und the street railway 
compuny desires to cooperate with tiie city 
authorities and make a thorough und per- 
manent construction of their trucks. A 
hearing will be held ou Tuesduy evening, 
Nov. ti, when the company will undoubted- 
ly make u definite proposition to the city.

GENERAL HARRISONS OPINION. 

Bryan's Election Would Throw the 
Country's Affairs Into Confusion. 

“I think. therefore, that voters ought 
to rote with n rioxr to the right deci- 
sion of tlio«o questions that nre directly 
ami finally in tin* control of the presi- 
dent nnd congress. 

“The general reasons I gave In tny 
Carnegie hall speech in 1SJ1U. why Bryan 
should not lu* elected, st.ill hold good 
xxith me. Ills election would, 1 think, 
throw governmental nnd business affairs 
into confusion. 

“We should not aid t ho election of a 
president xvho would, admittedly, if h * 
could, destroy the gold standard and 
other things that we value even more, 
upon the deceptive suggest ion that ho 
has been hound and that the Republican 
party will, after defeat, still have 
strength enough to save the temple. It 
will he much better not to allow the man 
with destructive tendencies so much ns 
to lean against its pillars. 

“Perhaps it xvill save you much trouble 
if 1 give yon nnd underwrite as of this 
date, this extract front tny Carnegie 
hall speech : ‘When xve nave a president 
who believes that it is neither his right 
nor his duty to see that the mail trains 
nre not obstructed, nnd that interstate 
commerce has its free xvn.v, irrespective 
of state lilies, nnd courts that fear to 
use their ancient nnd familiar xvrits to 
restrain nnd punish laxv-hreakers, free 
trade and free silver xvill be appropriate 
accompaniments of such an administra- 
tion nnd cannot add appreciably to the 
national distress or the national dis- 
honor.’ 

“The economic policies of the Republi- 
can party h:ix-o iieen vindicated by the 
remarkable nnd general prosperity that 
has developed during Mr. McKinley’s 
administration — succeeding a period of 
great depression. 

“A change of administration this fall 
would almost certainly renexv conditions 
front which we have so happily escaped. 
The full dinner bucket is not a sordid 
emblem. It has a spiritual significance 
for the spiritually-minded. It means 
more comfort for the xvife nnd family, 
more schooling nnd less work for the 
children nnd a margin of saving for sick- 
ness and old age."

“The great markets of the future xvill 
be in the far east. China is particular- 
ly a market which needs attention of 
such an industrial State as Mu.ssuchu- 
st*USi 

“The* time has come when xve must 
have our share of the eastern trade. 
There are powers which would close us 
out. We xvill take our chances in fair 
competition. Unfair restrictions "ill 
perhaps close some of our mills and 
large machine shops. Russia would like 
to shut us out of China, and xvill at- 
tempt it elsewhere. That is the reason 
the Chinese question must he important 
to Americans. 

“We demand that the Chinese empire 
should la* upheld and that the open 
door policy should be maintained to all 
the world. The United States is tak- 
ing an important part in Chinese af- 
fairs. In that Pres. McKinley and See, 
Hay have taken an important part.”— 
Senator Lodge.

SOUND MONEY DEMOCRATS 

Who Believe McKinley's Election Would

“I shall vote for McKinley this year,” 
said H. F. 1 lurlburt, in reply to a ques- 
tion as to his preference in the presi- 
dential election.

very sure that if Mr. Bryan were elected 
in November a change in business condi- 
tions would ensue which would not be 
for the better. On the other hand, the 
election of McKinley would continue the 
beneficial conditions which developed 
after his election In lSiHJ.” 

J. D. Crlmins the well-known labor 
statistician of New York, says: 

“To vote for Bryan is, iu my judgment, 
to vote for populism, the destruction of 
ihe country’s and the workingmen's best 
Interests. The only alternative is to vote 
for McKinley and Roosevelt. There is 
no third ticket, no Democratic banner 
under which sound money Democrats 
may form and fight. 

“Four years ago I voted for Palmer 
and Buckner.
